Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting,  for  your  consideration,  my 
Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  circumstances  of  your 
District  for  the  year,  1962. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  tables  of  vital  statistics,  the 
death  rate,  birth  rate  and  infant  mortality  rate  in  the  District 
correspond  with  the  national  average.  With  the  exception  of  a 
small  number  of  measle  cases,  there  have  been  only  a few  isolated 
cases  of  notifiable  infectious  disease. 

In  my  last  report  I referred  briefly  to  the  progress  being 
made  with  sewage  disposal  schemes.  I must  once  again  record  the 
fact  that  Holme-on-Spalding  Moor,  which  is  the  second  largest 
parish,  with  a population  of  approximately  1,700,  is  still 
without  a satisfactory  scheme  for  sewage  disposal.  This,  without 
doubt,  is  the  most  urgent  matter  requiring  attention,  and  it  is 
to  be  hoped  that  any  difficulties  which  may  be  holding  up  this 
scheme  can  be  resolved  at  an  early  date. 

In  conclusion  I should  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the 
Members  of  the  Council  for  their  support,  to  the  Officials  for 
their  support,  and  to  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  for  his 
part  in  preparing  this  report.

Bacteriological  samples  are  examined  at  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  Hull. 

(b)  Ambulance  Services 

Ambulances  based  at  Howden  and  Beverley  are  available. 

( c)  Nursing 

A domiciliary  nursing  and  midwifery  service  is  available 
in  the  District  as  part  of  the  County  Council’s  scheme  under 
the  National  Health  Service  Act.  District  Nurses/ Midwives 
are  stationed  at  Howden,  Newport  and  Bubwith. 

( d)  Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics

Housing  - General.

There  were  no  houses  under  construction  at  the  year  end. 


At  the  31st  December,  1962,  the  total  of  post  war  Council 
dwellings  in  the  District  was  556.  Thus,  there  is  a total  of 
736  Council  houses  in  the  District. 


Regular  visits  were  made  to  Council  houses  in  respect  of 
maintenance,  and  orders  for  repairs  were  given  in  respect  of 
1,341  houses. 


104  houses  were  painted  externally,  and  every  site  was 
visited  daily  throughout  the  period  of  painting. 

Private  Enterprise 

During  the  year,  22  houses  were  erected  by  private 
enterprise,  and  at  the  year  end  a further  18  houses  were  in  the 
course  of  erection.

Building  Byelaws,  Town  and  Country  Planning  Act. 


Applications  for  new  buildings  and  alterations  in  186  cases 
were  submitted,  and  all  were  given  Byelaw  approval.  In  this 
respect,  routine  advisory  visits  were  made,  usually  on  site. 

Under  delegated  powers  of  the  Town  and  Country  Planning  Act, 
142  applications  were  received,  of  which  123  were  approved  and 
19  refused.  These  refused  applications  related  to  11  applications 
for  dwellings,  2 caravan  sites,  3 advertisement  signs,  1 petrol 
filling  station,  1 garage,  and  1 shop  window,  which  was  later 
approved. 

During  the  year,  building  and  drainage  inspections  were 
carried  out  on  all  new  work  and  work  relating  to  sewer  connections 
and  closet  conversions. 


Housing 

During  the  year  12  houses  were  closed  by  formal  and  informal 
action,  and  as  a result  of  these  and  previous  orders,  2 properties 
were  demolished  during  the  year. 

In  the  same  period  92  houses  were  made  fit  as  a result  of 
informal  action  or  on  property  owners  initiative,  usually  with 
the  aid  of  a grant  scheme. 


Improvement  Grants 

25  applications  for  Improvements  Grant  were  received  and 
approved  during  the  year,  and  in  each  case,  inspections  carried 
out  and  written  advice  given  regarding  the  eligibility  for  grant 
and  the  works  on  which  grant  would  be  given. 

The  total  amount  of  grant  made  during  the  year  was  £8,970. 
Since  the  commencement  of  this  scheme  in  1950,  the  Council  have 
authorised  grants  totalling  £48,791  10s.  Od. , of  which  amount 

£40,590  has  been  paid  up  to  31st  December,  1962. 


Standard  Grants 


During  the  year  41  applications  for  Standard  Grants  were 
received,  38  were  approved,  one  was  subsequently  withdrawn,  and 
two  were  refused.  These  related  to  provision  of  standard  amenities 
of  a total  maximum  of  £3,430  for  the  provision  of  36  W.C.s,  20 
wash-basins,  18  baths,  18  hot  water  systems  and  9 food  stores. 

£3,765  6s.  4d.  was  paid  during  the  year  for  provision  of 

41  W.C.s,  24  baths,  26  Wash-basins,  22  hot  water  systems,  and 
10  food  stores  at  42  properties. 
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The  value  of  this  scheme,  commenced  in  July,  1959,  can  be  seen 
from  the  following.

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

In  four  parishes,  main  sewerage  schemes  commenced  during  the 
year;  mamely,  Newport  and  Gilberdyke,  Bubwith  and  Foggethorpe.
